Bay secure the services of an attorney. 

In the sunsner of 1936 I Bade several inquiries concexrilng the ^ 
CoDzaunist Party of the United States. It this time I was esployed as a 
chemist by the Pennsylvania Sugar Cocpany, of 1037 Korth Delaware Avenue, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

In the fall of 1936 I was visited at iqy hone by a man who identlTied 
hlBself as Paul Smith. He said that he understood that I was a chemist, and 
he thought that possibly I might be interested in aiding in the procurement 
of industrial information for the Soviet Union. This began a period of 
industrial espioivage on taj part which lasted until 19U3. Vy association with 

_ Smith was of relatively short duration, during which time I furnished him - — 

with some data concerning processes that were being worl^d on in the laboratory 
of the Pennsylvania Sugar Conqpany and subsidiaries. This data was as eoiQ>leta 
and factual as I could make it. • 

Smith, whose name was obviously false, was followed in successim 
^ two sen, one of whom identified themselves as Fred, who had a pronounced 
Russian accent. 

In the early summer of 1938 the possibilities at Pennsylvania Sugar 
Company had pretty well petered out, and I was several times pressed to try 
and obtain other sources of information. By this 1 mean people who could 
furnish us with technical data. However, in my circle of friends there were 
none who were even the remotest likely candidate, and so I did nothing. 
led to a break of over twro years, during which tiioe I attended college in 
Cineijutati. I graduated in 19U0. 

On wy return to Philadelphia I was again contacted by the peqpla 
with whom I had worked before. I was called on the phone in July, 19li0, 
and I went down town to see this man, who turned out to be Jacob GoIm. 
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Be Mgaln preseed we to continue the work which 1 bed done previously, cad 1 
agreed. However, It was pretty sporadic in nature, and, with the exception 
of the one contact that he gave ne, Abraham Brothnan, nothing Kich eaiae of - - 
it. 1 was supposed to get ii^ormation of a technical nature from Brothnan, . 
bat very little cane of that, sls^ily because be was oxtrenely unreliable in 
getting naterial together. Be gave ne eoae data on wiring equipment ahieh 
was practically all his design, and it seemed to ne that practically every- 
thing be gave ae at any tine waa his own invention or design. Brothnan 
kspt pressing oe on several occasions, and wanted to know about the possibility 
of his doing eonsulting work for the Soviet Union on an op>en basis, as * 
private individual, and they acting aa representatives of thsir goverzneat . 
to this eoeq>aziy, and whenever I nentioned it to the people with whoa I was 
In touch they discounted the Idea and wouldn't listen to it at alX. 

I never told Broths^ of ^y association with the Soviet Union, but 
I thinv that he fuspeeted it because of the way that I operated— I Introduced 
^^If by another naae. 

I knew Oolos for a very brief tlae, and he was followed vezy shortly 
by s nan called Ssa about the end of 19ij0. It was with Saa that ny association 
Continued uninterruptedly as a contact. I used to meet Saa almost slways la 
Hew Toz^c. SocaetloBS, very rarely, he would come to Philadelphia, but usually 
It was in Hew Tork, usually on a street oomer that we net. Normally we went 
for a walk. Sometiioes, but rarely, we had sooething to eat. Saa did not 
have a Busslan accent, but I had an idea he was a Russian. 

Shortly after I net Saa he told ne that there was not snieh purpose 
to continuing this work in general, aiui that the best thing I could do would 
to forget about it, and this state continued from late 19li0 until the fall 

of 19U1, after Russia was attacked by Germany, ^en Sam called me up, I act 

him, and be told ate that we had to begin an intensive campaign for obtaining — 
Information for the Soviet Union. Ibis happened about a couple of aonths 
after Russia was attacked by Germany. At that tiae I wade a half-dosan tripe 
[ to upper New Tork vtate, namely, Syraeose, Rochester, and Buffalo. T was to 
V transmit informatiem— I acted as a go-betwoen. .-...rr -rrx ..... 

lhat I did on each of these occasions was to obtain infozmation 
frcD someone that J didn't know but idio was, I 'a pretty sure, an American, 
a native, and 1 gave it over to Saa, or aometiaes not to Sam but to someone 
who I did not know by name or anything. I ^ust got it and either I received 
BSterlal ihose nature I did not know except that they were wery bulky packets, 
snd in a natter of hours, or sametimes even minutes, turned It over to a 
third person, aometimss Saa. There was one nan that 1 eav twice in Rochester,

that I aav twice in Buffalo^ and there were two others that I saw \ 
once, and I pot the definite Inpresslon in each case that they were natiwe 
ioericans. Sooetimoa I travelled with the information from one city to the 
adjacent cb»« that ia^ »Mjt trca Rochester to Buffalo before turning It 
over. 

In very early I94U I was told by San that I was to tmdertaice an 
ertreaely inportant effort. This was to be work of so critical a nature 
that I was to think twice and three tines before ^^n^^^oke a word cqd- 
©eming it to anyone, or before I nade a movB^^forex^ spoke to anyone 
concerned in it. Be didn't elaborate on what the nature of the work actually 
WAS but he gave ma the details of an arrangement whereby I wet Doctor Elaus 
Pucha. This meeting took place on the east side of New Tork on a Saturday. 

Is I recall, the arrangeaenta for actual recognition Included the fact that 
1 was to carry a pair of gloves in ooe hand, plus a green-covered book, and 
Or. Fuchs was to carry a hand ball in ooe hand. I cannot recall i^ether Sam 
gave me Dr. Fuchs' name, he may have. In any event, we met in, I believe, 
late February or early Earch of 19iUt> I introduced ayself to him as Baymood. 

Be never used the name. Be knew it was a phony. Be introduced himself to 
me as CLaus Fuchs. 

Ve went for a birlef walk and then took a esb uptown to a restaurant 
around 3d Avenue in the 50'a, where we bad dinner, but we did not apeak much 
there. Afterwards we went for a walk, during which we ecopleted arrangeBaenta 
for further meetings. Among these arrangements were: 

1. Te were to be extremely careful and never 

meet in a restaurant again. — .. . . — — ■ — 

2. Ve were only to meet for as brief a period 
as was necessary to ca^lete whatever me 

3. Bach meeting included eonplete arrangeawents 
for further meetings and provisions were 
made for alternate dates and places, but we 
wmre never to meet in the sane place twice. 

Be told me during the first and second meetings that he was with 
the British Uission working with the Manhattan Engineer Project. He also 
explained to me the manpower set-up of the British grotq) as he knew it. Be 
told me that they were workin g cte V;e js^^ation of isotopes, and it aeeas 
to me that there was at least eS^^eyedrJ^eventual utilisation of the energy 
produced by nuclear fission in the form of a weapon. One thing he told me 
on many occasions was that they worked in extremely tight empartments, and 
that one group did not know idiat the other group was doing. This I can 
Fcrliy by the fact that he told me that be thought that there was possibility 
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of a large-scale installation for leotype separation projected for future ' 
deTelopoent sooeirherej be thought, down in G^rgla or Alabanw. ThiSj af 
course, later turned out to be Oak Ridge. 

The second Deeting vith Pucdis consisted of «n as^lificatlon of 
our enrangecients for oeetinc and a description by Fuch^ of the physicals— *>^1

During these first two aeetings neither Dr. Fuchs nor 1 made 
any direct reference to his eupplying ne vith Informationj but it aas bots 
or leas sutually understood that be aas to at^ly ae with infonaatlon fron 
the work he vas doing. • 

The aocond Beetlng took place sdth Fuchs a few weeks foUoaing 
the first one aomeshere in Upper Manhattan. Successiwe neetings took place 
la a nuBber of addely separated localities, including the Bronx, Brookljn, 
Manhattan, and Queens. There were, in all, until the sunner of 19hlt, a ^ v, 
total of in the neighborhood of fi^S aeetlngs, on at least two of which 
occasions I obtained (froai Dr. information.
